Add to this, all the Methods, Time, 
Art, and Expeti-vce, may help People 
to in the detecting Pr juries, and ſome Se- 
vere Cliuſe for Condign Puniſhment, if 
Convitte. , when the Conſequences appear, 
ans! two or three ſoch FEcliows have been 
Hang'd, or ſev-rcly Stigmatiq'4 for the 
Crime, they wilt not b tuund fo very for- 
wacd to venture, aud Lthink Death it ſelf 
cannot be too Severe an Ar tick, ia Caſe of 
ſuch a Flagraat Crime.
